Sheriff Starts For Barstow 


Shortly before midnight the 
sheriff started for Barstow, on 
the receipt of telegraphic in-

Convinced that the mother 
was either still on the train or 
had appealed for medical aid, 
Sheriff Shay early last night 
wired officers in western states 
to halt east bound transcon-

Amaral testified at the in- 
quest that the blood on the 
babe had not eongealed when 
he arrived, half an hour after 
the body had been found.

Body Wrapped In Newspaper 

A newspaper, a copy of the 
Long Beach Telegram of March 
7, partly enveloped the body. 
The newspaper was_ blood- 
splotched, but retained its 
crispness, substantiating Sher- 
iff Shay’s startling theory that 
the babe had been wrapped in 
the paper as it was born and 
had not remained in the paper 
long before it was thrown from 
the train. 

Behind the locked door of 
a Pullman car compartment 
the babe was born, and before 
it even cried its first ery it 
had been tossed from the 
speeding transcontinental train, 
the sheriff believes. Although 
admitting that other passengers 
on the train might ordinarily

No Hope for Victims.One Shot 
In Head, Other in Lung 
Wielder of Gun Drunk Say 
Mexican Associates.

Two men are believed dying to- 
day at the San Antonio Hospital 
and a third, a fugitive from jus- 
tice, is being sought on a charge 
of assault with attempt to com- 
mit murder following a shooting 
affair at a Mexican camp on 
Campus Avenue at shortly before 
midnight Sunday night. 

The wounded men are Rafael 
Samaran, who was _ shot through 
the head just back of the left ear 
and the bullet is believed to have 
lodged in his brain; and Donato 
Nunez, who was shot through the 
right arm and the right lung. The 


condition of both is reported as 
critical. 
Avelino Olvera is the man 


sought for the shooting, which po- 
lice say was done with a .32-calibro 
automatic. Officers believe that 


Olvera was under the influence of 
marihuana, a powerful narcotic 
used by Mexican drug addicts. 


Olvera had formerly been suspect- 
ed by ‘the -poltes* of peddiing “this 
drug. 

Neither the wounded men_ nor 
their friends were able to ascribe 
any motive for the shooting. Sa- 
maran and Nunez were reported 
to have been standing together 
talking when Olvera approached 
and without warning shot the 
former in the head, Nunez is said 
to have tried to seize the gunman, 
when the latter turned and fired 
twice at him. 

After laying out his two victims. 
Olvera beat a hasty departure and 
when the police were called some

Both Varied and Elaborate. 


O the casual observer the spring 

mode — expressed in advance 

models for mid-season wear—is 

haracterized by extreme sim- 
Ppucity; but the critical observer will 
find them anything but simple. As a 
matter of fact their seeming simplicity 
depends, almost without exception, on 
a subtle elaburation of details, and on 
these details the dress itself depends 
for smartness. Many of these pre- 
season effects will, later, be a definite 
part ot the season’s mode, and in their 
variety there is much of undoubted 
charm, but one should, wisely,

thus giving due heed to Pope’s poetical 
germon on conservatism. 

Fashion is, admittedly, an autocrat, 
but in her decrees for the coming 
season she shows more than a bint of 
the aristocrat. Lenient though she 
seems to be—and is—one hesitates to 
take liberties with that leniency, which 
may be accepted and appreciated, but 
not abused. Fabrics there are many; 
trimmings and style details are clever- 
ly varied; and the result is versatility 
and more than a touch of unusuality. 
There is much of foreign influence, 
and period, as well, but nothing so 
radically new that it comes in the 
nature of a surprise, there have been 
too many hints—and “shadows cast 
before’’—for that. 


Fabrics Provide A Rich Background 


From the many models that have 
been so far shown we are able to 
@educe certain things, especially so 
far as fabrics are concerned, for 
fabrics were determined months ago 
in the minds of the dictators of fash- 
fon. And, of course, style details will 
goon be definitely settled, for Easter 
ia but a short time away, and already 
certain ideas have shown themselves 
more adaptable than others. The 
adoption of the strictly tailored mode 
—both in suits and cloth dresses—has 
been responsible for a more varied 
array of serges, twills and repps than 
we have seen for many seasons past. 
Alpaca, a revival, is featured in this 
mode, and they are tailoring certain 
of the silk fabrics. Satin lends iteelf 
graciously to the springtime mode, and 
is featured as a leader, and the crepes, 
Georgette—really a crepe, of course— 
chiffon, silks and brocades, especially 
those in the jacquard weaves, may be 
accepted as a certainty. 


When it comes to the silhouette, it! 


can be roughly divided into two classes 
—the straight and the one with a 
modified fullness below the knee. One 
uses the word “modified” advisedly, 
wince the idea is really a modification 
of the tiered, flounced and ruffled 
skirts of the fall and winter mode. 
Designers found the idea a fascinating 
one, and after a season of models that 
only a slim person could wear we are 
being introduced to the same idea 
adapted to the plump woman. Both 
the tiered and circular motif are seen, 
also the inset godet, but they are so 
cleverly utilized that they bear almost 
no resemblance to the much featured 
effects of the past season. 

One is a bit at loss in describing the 
new fashions, for there seema to be 
many distinctions, but few differences, 
between trimmings —as such — and 
what we are pleased to cal! style de- 
taille. They are both the one and the 
other, and it is, therefore, better to 
clase them as one and the same thing. 
They are infinite in their variety, and 













{of au amazing originality, not so much 
in what they are, as in the way they 
are used. As a background they have 
the slim, straight grace of the straight 
line frock, and the possibilities are 
endless. 

Details Both Large And Small 

The means to the desired end, sv 
far as these style details are con- 
cerned, may take the form of em- 
broideries, buttons, braids, fringe, or 
elaboration of the material of which 
the dress is made—tucks, scallops, 
pleats, shirrings, folds or pipings, and 
there is always a place in the mode 
for the hand drawn or hand hem- 
stitched dress, frankly of French 
origin, though made in the U. 8. A. 
Laces are much used and appliques 
of various materials—ranging from 
chiffon, velvet and metal brocade to 
suede leather—are a featured trim- 
ming note. It is the way in which 
these bits of elaboration are used that 
lends distinctiveness to the mode, and 
the fact that panels, panniers, tunics, 
capes, aprons, scarfs and irregular 
hems are all included in the list of 
style details assures a most unusual 
versatility. 

There is individuality in the use oY 
shirrings—on pockets, sashes, sleeves 
and the use of the scarf, which stands 
up very like a collar in front, the 
ends long enough to tie in back be- 
tween the shoulders or to fall straight 
to the hein of the skirt. The cape

NEW COURTHOUSE. | BUTTERFLY FLIGHT 
TO COST $850,000) STILL CONTINUES 





That the sum required in a 
bond issue to acquire a site 
and build a new courthouse 
such as recommended by civic 
organizations and the grand 
jury will be $850,000 was de- 
cided by the Board of Super- 
visors yesterday. 

This sum would be reduced 
by approximately $250,000: 
from the sale of the present 
courthouse and jail property, 
it was estimated, and the bond 
issue will be so arranged that 
such, a sum may be retired 
from the bonds within three 
years. 

The estimates on the cost of 
a new courthouse plant, inclu- 
ding jail, are $675,000, equip- 
ment $75,000, and site $100,000. 


Give Opinion On Property 
Value 

Herman Harris San Bernar- 
dino merchant, and D. Towne, 
president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, were called before 
the supervisors to give their 
opinion as to the value of the 
property owned by the county 
and estimates as to what a new 
site would cost,

GIVES REASON 
FOR FLIGHT OF 
‘PAINTED LADIES’ 


Migration of ‘‘The Painted 
Ladies,’’ from Southern Cali- 
fornia to the north-west con- 
tinued yesterday, when a sec- 
ond winged assemblage passed 
through Upland. The butter- 
flies are making their way 
against a light wind. 

The flight of the brightly 
hued insects has raised con- 
siderable discussion among 
naturalists in Southern Cali- 
fornia, as to the probable cause 
for the unusual phenomena in 
butterfly life of this part of 
the state. 
College graduate, and an au- 
thority on etymology and zoo- 
logy now residing in Redlands, 
has written the following com- 
prehensive and interesting art- 
iele on the subject: 

“‘T read the account of the 
butterfly migration a few days 
ago and have been interested 
in this long-continued west- 
ward flight of the insects. 

‘Little or nothing is known 
of butterfly migration, what 
the cause is, or the ultimate 
gain to the insects. The flights 
are generally northward, and 
in California Vanessa cardui is 
usually the species noted. 

“The late G. W. Wright, for 
many years a resident of San 
Bernardino, and author of a 
well known book on ‘‘The But- 
terflies of the West Coast,’’ 
tells of seeing this species on 
migration over the top of Mt. 
Grayback (11,600 feet eleva- 
tion); they were flying near 
the ground, about six or seven 
miles an hour, and due east. 
On reaching the crest of the 
mountain they kept straight 
on into the sky instead of 
dropping down, the steep east- 
ern slopes. , 

‘In May, 1901, a great mi- 
gration of Vanessa cardui oc- 
eurred in this section, the 
flight lasting eleven days, The 
butterflies then were coming 
up from Lower California, and 
in a month or so Southern 
Canada was full of them 

“The present flight of but- 
terflies is west and northwest. 
The writer observed them com- 
ing down over the mountains 
back of Forest Home on March 
1. The flight was first noticed 
in Redlands on February 15. 
The snow on the mountain 
ranges will check the migra- 
tion, and the rain has ssatter- 
ed the few stragglers in the 
valley. 

“*Most of the specimens taken 
by the writer were recently 
hatched, but a few had evident- 
ly hibernated as adults, as 
their wings were rubbed and 
frayed. 

“Tt might be said that the 
thistle is not the favorite food 
plant of this inseet in Califor- 
nia and Oregon. The cater- 
pillar feeds on many plants, 
often on malva and nettle, oc- 
casionally on bean plants in 
vegetable gardens, but seems 
to prefer Amsinckia, some- 
times known as ‘fiddle-neck.’ 
This plant often forms dense 
thickets and in Southern Ari 
zona is valued as a grazing 
plant for stock; in this region 
it is given the Spanish name 
Saeceato Gordo, whieh means 
‘fat grass.’ ’”’

The six hundred acre reser- 
vation of the Pala Indians, 
situated on the’ banks of the 
San Luis Rey river, presents 
an attractive vista of carefully 
cultivated farms. 

In spite of the fact that 
they have no title to the land 
and no assurance of permar- 
ent tenancy, the Indians have 
;developed their small farms 
with a painstaking care that 
is certainly commendable in 
view of past government poli- 
cies. However, the memory 
of their eviction from Warner 
Hot Springs is still sufficient- 
ly strong to discourage the 
making of any permanent im- 
provement-in the way of build- 
ing or orchards on their pre- 
sent holdings. They are per- 
haps wise enough to under- 
stand that to make their peace- 
ful valley too attractive to the 
white man would be to court 
the danger of a second evic- 
tion, another travesty on just- 


in this country is difficult. As 
a citizen he is entitled, theore- 
tically, to the privileges and 
protection accorded any Amer- 
ican citizen, but the ways of 
the courts are devious and the 
Indian in his search for justice 
frequently finds  disappoint- 
ment. Reservation Indians are 
disciplined to an extent that 
incentive is crushed 
most ambitious, 

What he wants is 
justice—not only to ‘‘ob- 
tain’’ these few acres, but also 
to ‘‘retain’’ them after he has 
put his labor and money onto 
them for their improvement.

Why can’t Upland get in on 
some of the millions earned 
by the four new industries of 
Southern California? 


This question today was be- 
ing asked by afew of Upland’s 
thinkers who ure doing their 
share toward boosting for more 
industries. These thinkers fail 
to seé any reason why this city 
éannot successfully accomme- 
date the same industries which 
are making such great ‘finan-. 
cial successes in- ios Angeles. 

“The four new industries of 
Southern California, cotton, 
silk, wool and steel, during 
1924, will yield an output of 
approximately $130,000,000 and 
will provide a pay-rool of at 
least $40,000,000, according to 
Southern California Business, 
magazine of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Steel Industry Comes 
‘While the steel industry 
has been in operation for sev- 
eral years, it may be counted 
as practically one of the new 
industries, for the reason that 
it has branched out into new 
lines, so far as this community 
is concerned. Structural steel, 
taking such an active part in 
the building industry, and 
fabrication in this city, has 
covered such a short period 
that its importance as one of 
the newer industries cannot be 
overlooked. 

‘Cotton goods 
absolutely is a new industry 
in this section and its manu- 
facture is advaneing at such 
rapid strides that it will soon 
be known among the leaders. 

Woolen goods have been 
manufactured here for several 
years, but with the extensive 
additions to this industry dur- 
ing the coming year, it prom- 
ises to be one of very large 
proportions. 

“Silk goods production is 
absolutely new in Southern 
California, but the outlook is 
very bright. California alone 
consumes $70,000,000 worth of 
silk every year. Neighboring 
states of the Southwest con- 
sume proportionately as much, 
running an aggregate well over 
the $100,000,000 mark for the 
Southwest alone. 

Output Revealed 

“While it will not be pos- 
sible for the new silk manu- 
facturers to meet that entire 
demand the first year, the 
promise is that the output of 
silk goods in this locality with- 
in a year will be on a large 
scale. 

‘In 1920 steel and iron pro- 
ducts turned out in the Los 
Angeles metropolitan district 
amounted to $44,500,000, and 
in 1921 it was almost dounle 
that amount, running up to 
$87,000,000, making a total for 
the two years of $131,500,000. 
While actual figures for 1923 
are not yet available, it will 
not be going far amiss to say 
that the year just past will 
yield in steel and iron pro- 
ducts a total equal to the two 
years of 1920 and 1921. This 
means that the total for 1923 
will reach at least $131,000.000,

nardino. The purchase price was not 
announced but it is understood to be 
in the neighborhood of $125,000. 

Announcement of" the sale was made 
by Ed. Thomas, general agent of the 
Pacific Electric, with headquarters in 
Los Angeles. The deal, which has 
been pending for sevetal weeks, was 
morning, Mr. Thomas 
stated. 

WILL BECOME GREAT RESORT 


Mr; -Pickering, who {s now in Los 
Angeles, expects to be in San Bernar- 
dino. within a few days, and will at 
once start plans for developing the 
Urbita property and making it one 
of the largest and best known amuse- 
ment resorts in Southern California. 
Thousands of dollars will be spent 
in development and at least a part 
of the work will be completed in time 
for opening the resort for the summer 
season. 

What Mr. Pickering’s plans in the 
nature of development include is un- 
known at this time, with the exception 
that he intends to greatly increawe the 
amusement concessions at the resort. 

Urbita Springs was included in the 
deal that made the old San Bernardino 
Valley Traction Company a part of the 
Pacific Electric some years ago. 

HAS BEEN POPULAR RESORT 

The property was extensively de- 
veloped by the Pacific Electric and 
during the summer season was visited 
by large crowds. It is a popular 
picnic parties during the 
summer, having spacious grass covered 
grounds, large shade trees, a_ large 
lake and swimming pavilion, a dance 
pavilion and baseball grounds. One 
of the plans under consideration, it 
is understood, is the increasing of the 
scenic beauty around the lake. 

For two years the National Orange 
Show was held on the property, just 
prior to the purchase of permanent 
property by the Orange Show at E 
and Mill streets. 

Several weeks ago it was admitted 
by Pacific Electric officials that a 
deal envolving the sale of the Urbita 
property was in progress but it was 
later reported that there was little 
likelihood of the property being sold 
at this time.

Since then, however, the deal was 
again taken up and the transaction 


completed in Los Angeles Wednesday 
morning. 
With Mark McKinney, formerly of 


San Bernardino, Mr, Pickering estab- 
lished the Chocolate Palace on Third 
Street, in San Bernardino in the fall 
of 1917. Mr. Pickering’s saferests 
were later taken ove¢ by C.-E. Leroy. 

After leaving San Bernardino, Mr. 
Pickering established the famous 
Pickering Pleasure Pier at Ocean Park 
and Santa Monica. He has also been 


prominently interested in hotel and 
amusement resorts on the Pacific 
Coast.

Bead in Irrigating Ditch 

That Aruelio Lopez, age 26, who 
was supposed to have been drown- 
ed when his water-soaked body 
was pulled from an irrigating head 
ditch on a ranch of the American 
Beet Sugar Company, south of On- 
tario and east of Chino, early Sat- 
urday morning, died of an epilep- 
tic fit before he hit the water, was 
the decision of the coroner’s jury 
which sat at the inquest over the 
man’s body at Draper’s mortuary 
Saturday afternoon. The inquest 
was conducted by Deputy Coroner 
Al U’Ren. 

Testimony introduced indicated 
that Lopez had been subject to 
epilepsy as a child and that about 
five years ago, following an at- 
tack of influenza, had _ suffered 
from dizzy or fainting spells. This 
and the fact that there was little 
or no water in the man’s lungs, 
although he was believed to have 
lain in the ditch for six hours or 
longer, led to the verdict. 

Lopez was employed on the 
ranch as an_irrigator. He is 
thought to have fallen in the ditch 
before midnight, since he had not 
eaten a lunch taken to him by a 
brother earlier in the night. The 
body, lying face down in the head 
ditch, was discovered about 6 a.m. 
when another workman went to re- 
lieve him. 

Lopez was single, but is surviv- 
ed by his mother, a sister and two 
brothers. The body was buried 
yesterday in the Catholic cemetery 
at Pomona.

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ZONING CASE IS GRANTED 
OURT'S EAR ONCE MORE 


Case Is Being Watched By All Southland; Many 
Similar Ones In Other Cities 























A rehearing of the case in which the Los Angeles city zoning ordinance was declared invalid has 
been granted by the state supreme court. The hearing was held in the appellate court. Validity of the 
zoning ordinance was attacked by George and Frances Miller, who sought a permit to build a four- 
family flat building at 3802 West Adams street, in a zone restricted to single family residences. 


In his application for a rehearing of the case City Attorney Jess Stephens declared the purpose of 
the ordinance was the protection of the small home, and contended that the opinion of Judge Finlayson 
was an absolute denial of the police powers of the city. 


In passing on the case Judge Finlayson held. that the ‘‘real purpose of the residence zoning ordi- 
nance was nothing else but esthetic’? and that the ordinance ‘‘in so far at least as it prohibits the erec- 
tion of four-family flats in a residence district is an unwarranted and arbitrary invasion of the rights 
of private property, not to be suffered under the guise of the exercise of police powers.’’ 

Whatever the final decision of the courts may be on the validity of the Los Angeles city zoning 
ordinance it is certain that the community interest in zoning will not be altered says The Southwest 
Builder. It is now well established in the public mind that some scheme for the orderly development of 
cities is absolutely necessary. 


This cannot stop merely at the segregation of industrial establishments from residential districts. 
City life is too complex for that. No zoning scheme will ever be devised that will satisfy everybody, 
for selfish interests will warp the view of some men even though they pride themselves on being broad- 


minded, 


But this is a country of majority rule and that is the basis of zoning as it is being established, 
It could not be established on any other basis. The theory of private property rights is sound, but the 
community comes before the individual and any attempt to reverse this order strikes at the root of all 


democratie institutions.

SUPERVISORS WILL DISCUSS 
GRAND JURY’S RECOM- 
‘MENDATIONS 





Calling of a bond issue to fin- 
ance the proposed erection of a 
courthouse, as recommended in a 
| report by the grand jury Wednes- 
day will probably be ordered Mon- 
day by the Board of Supervisors. 

Chairman A. G. Kendall, 
recommendation of the 
would be discussed by the super- 
visors Monday, and that, if it was 
decided to submit the proposal to 
a vote, balloting would probably 
be held at the May presidential 
primaries on a separate ballot. 


Amount of Issue is Undecided 

The amount of the proposed 
bond issue to provide adequate 
county buildings cannot be Meter- 
mined until architects and build- 
ing experts are consulted. The 
$80,000 raised by a special tax 
last year for the proposed con- 
struction of a fireproof annex to 
the courthouse for storing of pub- 
lic records will be available for 
use in erecting new buildings, if 
the bond issue igs approved. The 
building of the annex has been 
delayed pending the outcome of 
the proposed balloting. 

“We have been working along 
this line for some time, expecting 
that the grand jury would make 
| this recommendation so that we 
are not taken off our guard,’”’ said 
Chairman Kendall. The matter 
of the proposed annex was defer- 
red 60 days to accommodate the 
Chamber of Commerce in its en- 
deavors to secure the sentiment 
of the county, and after the big 
meeting of the chamber when sen- 
timent seemed to be in favor of 
the new plant, the old plans were 
held up and attempts to get bids 
were postponed. 

“When the sentiment of the 
big meeting under Chamber of 
Commerce auspices was seen to 
be in favor of a new plant, the 
old plans were delayed _ still
